The following are suggestions to improve the clarity and precision of the claims: 
In claim 1, line 1, "a" (second occurrence) may be changed to - said 
In claim 1, line 7, - a - may be inserted after "at" (second occurrence). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate correction 
is required. 

In claim 1, line 2, — the — should be inserted after "around". 

In claim 1, second to last line, —said — should be inserted after "with". 

In claim 3, line 2, "radical" should be changed to - radial 

Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form. Claim 2 recites 
that the hook is a hook-like shape, and depends from claim 1 which recites the hook (line 7). 
Because a hook is a hook-like shape by definition, claim 2 fails to further limit claim 1.
